To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Walton  and  Weybridge 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  1948. 

From  a  perusal  of  the  vital  statistics  which  follow  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  birth  rate  was  17.78  per  one  thousand  of  the  resident 
population,  a  decrease  from  18.21  in  1947. 

The  death  rate  was  8.99  per  thousand,  a  decrease  from  10.0  in 
1947.  The  natural  increase  from  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was 
326.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  25.79  per  one  thousand  as 
compared  with  34.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  school 
and  pre-school  children  were  contracted  in  the  district — a  tribute 
to  the  high  artificial  immunisation  rate  achieved  during  recent 
years.  The  incidence  of  major  infectious  disease  reached  a  new 
low  level. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  housing  during  the  year 
and  it  was  possible  to  rehouse  one  hundred  and  seventy-four 
family  units  in  new  houses  or  requisitioned  properties. 

Efforts  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  obtain  a  suitable 
site,  or  sites,  for  old  people  and  childless  couples.  It  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  a  suitable  site  has  now  been  secured  and  that  before 
long  we  shall  have  bungalows  of  a  type  suitable  for  old  people. 

The  adequate  housing  of  persons  with  open  tuberculosis  is  also 
deserving  of  every  attention.  The  patients  cannot  stay  in  a  Sana- 
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torium  indefinitely  and  control  of  infection  in  the  home  will  give 
the  best  results  in  eradicating  this  infection. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Members  and 
Officers  of  the  Council,  to  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  district  for  their  very  helpful  assistance  and 
co-operation.

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Laboratory  F acili ties : — 

(1)  Water.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  from  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver.  These 
samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District  of  Walton 
and  Weybridge,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chertsey.  The  results 
of  the  investigations  made  during  the  year  are  tabulated  on  page 
13. 

(2)  Specimens  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  routine 
samples  of  water  and  milk  have  been  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  since  1944.  Specimens  of  an  urgent 
nature,  e.g.,  diphtheria  swabs,  can  be  sent  for  examination  to  the 
Laboratory  at  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey.  Payment  for  these 
services  ceased  in  March,  1947,  and  this  very  useful  and  necessary 
work  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  and  examination  of 
food  in  relation  to  cases  or  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  is  now 
undertaken  at  no  cost  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Routine  samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice  cream  have  been 
examined  at  Epsom  throughout  the  year. 

The  Bacteriologist  at  the  Epsom  Laboratory  is  also  prepared 
to  act  in  a  consultative  capacity  and  this  service  is  much  appre¬ 
ciated.

Water  Supply: — 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Company,  the  works  of  which  are  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  River  Thames  in  the  Walton  area,  the  intake  being  obtained 
a  short  distance  above  Walton  Bridge.  Samples  of  water  as 
supplied  by  this  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver.  The 
samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District  of  Walton 
and  Weybridge  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chertsey.  Results  of 
the  examination  of  these  waters  are  given  on  page  13. 

Main  Water  Supplies: — 

Direct  to  houses. 

Estimated  No.  10,012.  Estimated  Population  36,700. 

By  means  of  standpipes. 

Estimated  No.  12.  Estimated  Population  50. 

All  standpipes  are  private  and  within  the  curtilages  of  the 
houses  concerned.  No  street  standpipes  are  provided. 

It  may  be  taken  as  an  almost  universal  rule  that  where  a  main 
supply  and  adequate  sewerage  are  available,  water  is  laid  on 
indoors. 

Water  Supply,  River  Ash  Estate: — 

Following  on  a  report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  to 
the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  this  water  supply,  joint  repre¬ 
sentations  by  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  Council  and  the  Sunbury 
Urban  District  Council  were  made  to  the  Ministries  of  Health 
and  Town  and  Country  Planning.  The  matter  was  still  under 
discussion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Water  Samples: — 

During  the  year  seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis 
from  different  parts  of  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  district. 

The  figure  for  albuminoid  ammonia  was  occasionally  high, 
varying  between  0.002  and  0.096  in  parts  per  100,000. 

The  figure  for  oxygen  consumed  from  permanganate  was  also 
high  on  occasions,  varying  from  0.072  to  0.208  in  parts  per 
100,000. 

The  Thames  is  obviously  liable  to  contamination  and  it  is  only 
through  efficient  storage,  filtration,  and  chlorination  that  water 
from  this  source  can  be  rendered  bacteriologically  fit  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.  The  bacteriological  reports  varied  little 
from  month  to  month,  coliform  organisms  being  invariably  absent 
from  50  ml. 
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At  the  end  of  1937,  an  interchange  of  water  reports  was 
arranged  with  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company.  There  is  now 
available  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a  fortnightly  check  on 
the  condition  of  main  water  supply  in  the  district,  and  these 
reports  come  before  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  all  their 
meetings. 

Apps  Court  Sewage  Disposal  Works: — 

Following  on  the  Court  of  Enquiry  held  at  the  end  of  1947  the 
Specification  and  Quantities  are  at  present  being  prepared  for  the 
above  work  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  indicated  that  they 
will  give  authority  for  tenders  to  be  invited  as  soon  as  these  are 
ready. 

Field  Common: — 

Seventy  plots  (90%  of  the  total)  are  now  connected  to  the 
mains  of  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Mr.  F.  Hulme,  the  Cleansing  Officer,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  details  : — 

Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection:— 

In  1948  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained, 
food  shops  and  hospitals  receiving  a  twice-weekly  service.  Four 
new  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  introduced  during  the  year. 
These  vehicles  are  of  the  semi-dustless  loading  van  type,  and  have 
enabled  the  service  to  be  placed  on  a  more  hygienic  basis. 

The  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  again  increased, 
a  result  mainly  of  the  poor  quality  of  fuel  delivered  to  house¬ 
holders. 

On  the  1st  October,  1948,  a  44-hour  week  was  introduced,  but 
with  the  delivery  of  new  vehicles,  reorganisation  was  possible  and 
the  number  of  man-hours  each  week  was  reduced  considerably. 

Refuse  Disposal: — 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  by  Controlled  Tipping  at  two  sites, 
both  involving  the  raising  of  low-lying  agricultural  land.  One 
site  is  completed  and  under  cultivation ;  the  second  site  is  to  be 
used  for  cattle  pens.  Topsoil  is  removed  from  the  sites  by  the 
department’s  Excavator,  and  replaced  when  tipping  is  complete. 

Statistics: — 

Refuse  and  Salvage  Collected  and  Disposed  of  14,462  tons

The  Council  have  a  bathing  station  on  the  bank  of  the  Thames 
at  Walton,  and  a  similar  station  at  Weybridge;  during  the 
Summer  months  attendants  are  provided. 

No  Byelaws  are  available  in  this  district  in  relation  to  the 
supervision  of  swimming  pools. 

Mosquito  Control: — 

Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  by  mosquito  breeding  during 
the  year.  Darvicidal  oil  has  been  sprayed  into  ponds  and  ditches 
as  frequently  as  possible.

The  Memorandum  on  Closure  and  Exclusion  from 
School  is  followed,  and  family  and  other  contacts  are  excluded 
where  indicated. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  school  temporarily 
during  the  year  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

HOUSING. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  permanent 
Council  houses  and  one  hundred  temporary  houses  had  been 
completed  since  the  end  of  the  war  and  were  in  occupation. 
During  the  year  accommodation  was  found  for  one  hundred  and 
seventy-four  families  in  new  houses  or  requisitioned  properties 
and  flats. 

A  further  eighty-seven  permanent  Council  houses  were  in 
various  stages  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk: — 

Thirty-nine  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
All  reached  the  required  standard  for  cleanliness  with  the 
exception  of  three  producers. 

One  local  producer  failed  on  one  occasion  only  to  maintain  the 
required  standard.  The  remaining  two  samples  were  derived  from 
producers  outside  the  County,  and  were  referred  to  the  appropriate 
County  Authorities.  Subsequent  samples  from  these  producers 
have  been  up  to  standard. 


Accredited  Milk: — 

Twenty-four  samples  were  examined,  of  which  five  failed  to 
pass  the  Methylene  Blue  reduction  test.  No  licences  were  with¬ 
drawn  during  the  year. 


Pasteurised  Milk: — 

Twelve  samples  were  taken,  and  all  were  found  to  be  adequately 
pasteurised  and  of  the  required  standard  of  cleanliness.

Accredited  Milk  Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Council 
on  being  satisfied,  after  consultation  with  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  that  the  dairy  and 
cowsheds  are  up  to  an  agreed  standard,  and  are  provided  with 
proper  cleansing  and  sterilising  equipment.  The  conditions  applic¬ 
able  to  these  licences  are  not  so  onerous  as  those  required  for 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  in  that  animals  have  only  to  pass  a 
clinical  examination  and  do  not  require  to  be  subjected  to  a 
tuberculin  test.  The  County  Council  has  power  to  revoke  these 
licences  if,  on  sampling,  the  Accredited  Standard  is  not  consist¬ 
ently  maintained. 

Pasteurised: — 

No  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  “  High  Temp¬ 
erature  Short  Time  ”  pasteurisation  as  a  result  of  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1941,  which  permitted  Local 
Authorities  to  license  alternative  types  of  pasteurisation  plants. 

Ice  Cream: — 

Thirty-six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  retailers.  The 
vast  majority  of  samples  were  from  cans  in  continuous  freezers, 
the  ice  cream  being  manufactured  outside  the  district. 

On  bacteriological  examination,  ten  per  cent  of  these  samples 
did  not  reach  a  reasonable  standard  of  bacterial  cleanliness.  It  is 
found  that  retail  samples  are  frequently  contaminated  by  the 
serving  spoons  or  spatulas,  which  are  usually  left  in  a  bowl  on 
the  counter.  This  water  is  an  excellent  culture  medium  for 
bacterial  multiplication  and  in  warm  weather  soon  becomes  con¬ 
taminated.  Attention  to  proper  cleanliness  of  serving  utensils  is 
often  all  that  is  required  to  ensure  bacterially  clean  samples. 
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Where  there  is  reason  to  suspect  that  the  fault  is  in  the  manu¬ 
facturer’s  plant  the  results  are  passed  on  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  concerned  for  investigation  and  accion. 

(b)  Meat: — 

Five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  inspections  of  butchers’  shops, 
slaughterhouses  and  other  premises  were  made.  All  meat  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption  was  voluntarily  surrendered,  no 
magistrate’s  order  being  required  in  any  case. 

The  Ministry  of  Food’s  Government  Slaughterhouse  is  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Grimditch,  Hersham.  Details 
of  work  carried  out  are  given  later  in  the  Report. 

It  is  necessary  for  a  Sanitary  Inspector  and  an  Assistant  to 
attend  at  these  premises  daily  and  considerable  time  is  devoted  to  • 
meat  inspection  duties  only. 

There  is  one  other  licensed  slaughterhouse  which  has  not  been 
in  use  during  the  year.

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks:— 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  came  to  notice  during  the  year. 
Medical  practitioners  are  aware  of  their  obligations  under  Section 
17  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  that  is,  to  notify  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  forthwith  of  any  cases  of  food  poisoning 
coming  to  their  notice. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever: — 

Thirty-one  cases  were  notified  and  ten  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital.  Only  one  was  of  the  septic  type  requiring  incision  and 
drainage  of  an  abscess. 

The  remainder  were  discharged  after  three  weeks’  isolation. 
All  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  treated  separately  in  cubicle 
isolation. 

'No  return  cases  fall  to  be  recorded. 

Diphtheria: — 

One  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital — 
a  woman  of  40  years.  She  made  an  uncomplicated  recovery  and 
was  discharged  after  three  weeks  in  hospital. 

Injections  of  penicillin  are  found  to  render  the  nose  and  throat 
negative  to  the  causal  organism  during  the  treatment  period  so 
that  prolonged  detention  in  hospital  is  not  now  usually  necessary 
for  the  carrier  state. 

Two  further  cases  were  admitted  for  observation,  but  the 
diagnosis  of  diphtheria  was  not  confirmed. 

This  is  the  third  consecutive  year  on  record  that  no  cases 
occurred  among  children  up  to  school-leaving  age  and  emphasises 
the  fact  that  the  vast  majority  of  parents  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  facilities  available  in  the  district  for  diphtheria  immunisa¬ 
tion  for  school  and  pre-school  children. 

Throat  swabs  are  examined  at  the  Epsom  Public  Health 
Laboratory  or  at  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey. 

Serum  is  available  to  medical  practitioners  at  the  Weybridge 
and  Walton  Hospitals  or  at  the  Council  Offices,  Weybridge,  on 
application. 

It  is  now  the  practice  to  give  reinforcing  doses  of  A.P.T.  to 
children  entering  the  infant  schools  in  the  district  in  addition  to 
the  primary  course  at  one  year  of  age.

*It  should  be  noted  that  diphtheria  immunisation  is  not  usually  carried 
out  until  a  child  is  approaching  one  year  of  age. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis: — 

Two  cases  were  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital.  One,  an 
adult  male  aged  37,  suffered  from  extensive  paralysis  including 
bulbar  paralysis  and  died  after  three  days’  illness.  The  other 
case,  a  male  aged  18,  contracted  the  illness  abroad  and  was  making 
a  good  recovery  when  transferred  for  further  treatment  to 
Pyrford  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

Measles: — 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-five  cases  were  notified  and  four 
admitted  to  hospital,  three  suffering  from  pneumonia.  The  fourth 
case  was  transferred  from  a  general  hospital. 

Erysipelas: — 

Three  cases  were  notified  and  two  adults  were  admitted  for 
treatment  and  made  a  rapid  recovery. 

Whooping  Cough: — 

One  hundred  and  twenty  cases  were  notified,  one  case,  aged  1| 
years,  was  admitted  to  hospital  complicated  with  pneumonia. 

Minor  Infections: — 

Several  cases  of  minor  infections  were  transferred  from 
general  hospital  wards. 

Scabies  and  Lice: — 

The  Cleansing  Station  at  the  S.C.C.  Clinic  in  Walton  was  again 
put  to  very  good  use. 

The  work  is  carried  out  mainly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surrey  County  Council’s  Health  Visitors. 

During  the  year,  one  hundred  and  forty-five  attendances  were 
made  at  Walton. 

In  a  few  cases  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  carry  out  dis¬ 
infestation  in  the  home  when  school  children  are  becoming 
reinfested  after  individual  treatment.

Tuberculosis  Care  Committee: —
